The 
Chinese Government, therefore, in claiming an 
indemmity, and with’ commendable persistency 
‘adhering thereto, has ‘dohe for herself and her 
people a work of honour and of undeniable utilisy, 
The United States, on receipt of this formal 
claim, takes a position that is rare and ingenious, 
The treaty having referred to these assaults on 
Chinese, for which the Chinese Government 
“has clajmed an indemnity,” adds, “the legal 
obligation of which the Government of the 
United States denies.” tis to be noticed that’ 
it is the legal obligation_of the indbranity, 
not of. the claim, that is denied, and that 
the action_of the. Chinese Government is 
in no way discredited, Further on in. the 
same Article. it-ia stated, therefore, that there is 
to be no “reference to the question of liability,” 
which, as a’ legal allegation, it denics, It'is 
plain from this relteration that the United States 
Government is: struggling. under a load of 
technical law, rather than trying to do anything 
toamend the Jaw or by a liberal construction 
carry out the innate right or higher intent of'the 
Jaw, : Just what.the technicality is does not ap- 
peat int the treaty ; butitisnot to be doubted that 
such a technicality,actually exists, and one tha:

ent, Seerctaries of the State Department in their 
official despatches, and by the present President 
‘in various messages to Congress, the former 
action being now more fully sanctioned by inser- 
tion in treaty, In asp: cial message two years 
ago, President Cleveland, referring to the lawless:

pable and discreditable failure of the authorities 
of Wyoming territory to bring tojustice theguilty 
parties; or to sssure the sufferers an impartial 
forum in which to seekand obtain compensation’ 
for the losses.”
